REPORT  OF  TEE  1.25  PI  CAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  East  Grinstead  Urban  District 
Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1943. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  that  for  this  year 
interim  reports  only  should  be  submitted  and  should  be  confined  to 
essential  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during 
the  year.  This  procedure  has, therefore,  been  adopted. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  16.5.  as  compared  with  11.8* 
for  the  previous  year  and  with  12,1.  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  21.5.  which  is  considerably  lower  than 
that  for  the  Country-as  a whole. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Whooping  Cough  or  Diphtheria, 

For  security  reasons  the  population  figures  given  in 
this  report  are  not  for  publication. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  procedure  carried  out  during  the  year  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  was  as  follows 

An  explanatory  leaflet  with  an  acceptance  form  attached 
was  sent  to  every  parent  on  the  child’s  first  Birthday; 
particulars  of  births  being  received  from  the  Registrar.  Similar 
leaflets  were  Issued  to  Head  Teachers  of  Schools  for  distribution 
to  parents. 

Clinics  were  arranged  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  Moat 
Road,  parents  who  had  accepted  immunisation  being  notified  of  the 
time  of  the  next  Clinic,  One  General  Practitioner  attended  the 
Clinics  and  was  paid  by  tho  Council  on  an  injection  basis,  and  rn cj 
assisted  at  the  Clinics  by  the  District  Nurse.  The  prophylactic 
employed  was  A.P.T.  0.2,  c.c.  followed  four  weeks  later  by  0.5.C.J

Information  was,  however,  obtained  concerning  out j 
at  various  schools  and  a certain  number  of  cases  wo re  also 
brought  to  our  notice  by  Medical  Practitioners  who  were  uni., 
to  deal  with  them  in  the  prevailing  circumstances.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  standard  adopted  is  'that,  £_ampld3  which  pass  the 
methylene  blue  test  have  counts  of  under  200,000  bacteria  per 
c.c.  and  with  absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  1/lOOth  c.c.  are 
considered  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.

During  the  years  1934*1938,  398  houses  _W£r a inapected^-  . 
and  reco**d©d  tmdar  the  Housing  ( Consolidated),.  Regulations.,  and 
of  those_  1*7  were  found  to  bo.  in  a state  ao  dangerous  ..or .-Injiario us 
to  health  as  to  bo  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A Demolition 
Order  was  served  in  respect  of  one  property,  while  6 others 
formed,  two  Clea?  anco  Areas.

Since  the  beginning  of  tho  war  very  little  repair 
work  has  boon  carried  out  duo  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
restriction  on  materials.  It  will  be  obvious,  therefore, 
that  housing  conditions  have  deteriorated  during  the  past  four 
years  and  an  intensive  drive  on  housing  will  be  required  wtien 
conditions  permit.
